Forms and Functions of 
: Governménts in Canada ‘Trunk Filed 


Under a democratic form of government it is of the utmost im- 
portance that the masses of the people who constitute the democracy have 
a clear grasp and an intelligent understanding of the machinery and func- 
tions of government, and this is especially true in countries like Canada 
where the powers, responsibilitics and functions of government are divided 
as between Federal, Provincial and municipal Icgislative and administrative 
bodies. . ‘ 

Important as it has always been that people should have an understand- 
ing of the political conditions under which they live and are governed, it is 
perhaps even more important today than at any previous p?riod in history. 
In these times, when it would be both idle and foolish to deny that a spirit 
of unrest prevails, changes in the existing forms of government are being 
advocated in many quarters. Utopian but utterly impracticable ideas are 
advanced by some organizations: others urge a complete revolution along 
lines advocated by adherents of the One Big Union; some would have the 
Soviet system of Russia introduced; the cry of “self determination” is rais- 
ed, although it is not made very clear what calls for determination; and, in 
general, there is a re-grouping and re-alignment of the masscs of the people 
in regard to matter political. 

Because of these conditions, it is more important than ever before that 
there should be a clear understanding of the present svstem, methods and 
functions of government in Canada which these several bodies of opinion 
would alter, change, and, in some instances, absolutely destroy if they 
had their way. 

It is unquestionably true that in these Western Provinces, where such 
a large percentage of the people have come from other lands where condi- 
tions and forms of government are quite different, much confusion exists 
‘as to the different spheres of government vested in the Fed-ral Pavtiament 
at Ottawa and in the Legislative Assemblies of the various Provinces. Be- 
cause of this, it has been suggested that a serics of articles of a purely edu- 
cational character dealing with government in Canada would be both valu- 
able and timely. 

For example, the newcomer, whether from the United States or some 
European country, finds it cxcecdingly difficult to understand the relation 
which exists between the British Crown and Governments in Canada. The 
immigrant from Europe, familiar with the old autocratic monarchial gov- 
ernment in his native land, entertains the idea that somewhat similar con- 
ditions prevail in Canada, possibly even worse, and that Canada, as a pos- 
session of the British Crown, is ruled by governors appointed overseas, In- 
coming settlers from’ the United States, in many instances, have a vague 
andhazy notion that in Canada people do not enjoy the same liberties and 
principles of democraic responsible government prevailing across the linc+ 
that, because we are subjects of King Geotge V., we do not enjoy complete 
independence of action, and many believe that Canada has to pay tribute or 
taxes to England. : } 

The very fact that all legislation is enacted in the name of the King, 
that the Government is spoken of as the King’s Government, and that the 
Royal assent is required to all legislation passed before it becomes law, leads 
to a belief in many quarters that Canadians do not enjoy all the rights of 
self-government and as full exercise of all liberties as do the people of the 
United States or any other country. 

As a matter of fact, King George V. exercises far less power in Canada 
than the President does in the United States. The King in England, or 
his representative, the Governor-General in Canada, or any of the Provin- 
cial Licutenant-Governors, have the power to dismiss their ministers from 
office. But the President of the United States has the same power, In the 
United States, however, the people have no remedy except to clect a new 
President when the next election comcs round, be that time long or short. 
In Canada, the people must be consulted in a gencral election immediately, 
and, if their verdict is in favor of the dismissed ministers, the Governor- 
General, or the Lieutenant-Governor, as the case may be, is recalled from 
office. 

The King, or. his representative, is obliged to accept as his ministers 
and advisers those men who arc shown to have the confidence of the people 
through their election to Parliament or Legislature, and who command the 
support of a majority of all the members in Parliament or Legislature. 
The moment a Ministry loses the support of such a majority of the people’s 
elected representatives, it must resign and make way for a new ‘Ministry 
possessing stich support. In the United States, on the other hand, the 
President personally selects his own cabinct of ministers, men who may, or 
may not, be the choice of the people, and men who may not command the 
support of a majority in Congress. 

The Crown is a common tie binding all parts of the British Empire to- 
gether, but the Crown does not, and cannot, legislate of itself, impose taxcs, 
or enforce laws. These things can only be done by the elected represen- 
tatives of the people and the courts of law which those representatives in 
their wisdom create. In a word, in no country do the people enjoy: wider 
liberties or greater frecdom of action than in Canada, both Federally and 
Provincially.

Weed Train Will Be Run Through; 
Prairie Provinces. 


Arrangements for the running of a 
“weed train” through Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta for six weeks, 
commencing about the last week in 
January, were made by the Deputy 
Ministers of Agriculture of the three 
provinces, who met in Saskatoon re- 
cently. The train will be equipped 
with all of the necessary material to 
demonstrate the growth of the vari- 
ous weeds of the prairie provinces 
through their various stages, as well 
as the best means of eradicating them. 

The train will be composed of two 
Iecture cars, a demonstration car, 
and a slecper and diner for the per- 
sonnel. It will be manned by rep- 
resentatives of the Departments of 
-Agriculture of the provinces con- 
cerned, their colleges of agriculture, 
and the rural municipal associations. 
A representative of each province 
will accompany the train through- 
out its entire trip, although in each 
province the lecturers will be chosen 
from that province. It is planned 
to cover with the train this year as 
many as possible of the points on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, and next 
year to take up the Canadian Na- 
tional lines, There will be two 
mectings a day. Two aecks will be 
spent in cach province. .

THE MILKING OF COWS 


Shall cows be milked twice or 


three times a day? ‘To the aver- 
age reader this may seem of small 
concern, To the farmer and dairy- 
man it is a question of consider- 
able interest. Tests have recently 
been made in Nova Scotia, Que- 
bec and Ontario. Professor Bar- 
ton, of Macdonald College says 
that it has been found from the 


standpoint of economy and safe- 


ty that a cow giving 60 lbs. of 


milk a day should be milked three 
times. Both Professor ‘Trueman 
of the Nova Scotia Agricultural 
College and Professor Barton are 
agreed, however, that unless the 
udder is over distended there is 
little or no advantage to be gained 
by milking three times a day. 
These authorities are quoted in 
the September number of the Ag- 
ricultural Gazette of Canada. Pro- 
fessor Wade ‘Toole also contrib-

Jt has long been proven beyond 
j doubt that all kinds of small fruits 
thrive exccedingly well all through 
Vestern Canada.

At the Central k:xperimental Farm, 
thie average yield of the Herbert rasp- 
berry for two years on one row ninety 
fect in length was at the rate of more 
than two hundred and five bushels 
per acre, Under field conditions cul- 
tivated raspberries prod:ice from fifty 
to hundred bushels of crop per acre 
according to the season. Gooseber- 
ries at forty pounds per bushel, yield- 
ed at the rate of nine hundred and 
nine bushels to the acre. Red cur- 
rants gave two hundred and two bus- 
hels to the acre in one instance, and 
four hundred and nine bushels in an- 
other.

Big Potato Yield 


Alberta Hog Production 


Six Hundred Bushels of Tubers to the| Expected That Good Supply of 


Acre in Albérta. 


Three hundred bushels of first-class 
potatoes have been harvested from a 
half-acre of land in Southern Alberta. 
The grower is Angus D. McKinnon, 
of Fox. Although not in one of the 
irrigated areas, Mr. McKinnon real- 
izes the value of irrigation and has 
installed a small plant of his own to 
supply water to his potatoes and 
other garden truck. 

Mr. McKinnon has been making 
potato raising more or less of a hobby 
for a considerable number of years, 
Twenty-one years ago he imported 
the seed from Southern Saskatchewan 
and since that time has been develop- 
ing a strain which he calls “Royal 
Stuarts.”
